Applicant claims special status for this application 
because it relates to biotechnology and was filed by a small 
entity. 



(A) Small entity status has been established. A copy of 
the Small Entity Statement filed on July 31, 1998, in 
parent application serial No. 09/083,537 is attached as 
Exhibit A.
